It is doubtful that supplies carried on the seaplane would 
be sufficient to sustain life for the long weeks. One is not a pessi­ 
mist to conclude the Amundsen party has been lost in an effort to 
rescue a brother explorer.

States lacks native originality in mod­ 
ern decoration the French craftsmen 
| admit that the situation stumps them, 
‘ Evidently the

j plundering us,” says M. Dominique, 
proprietor of an interior furnishing 
| house in the rue du Faubourg Saint 
Honoré, in a letter to the "Intran- 
sige&nt,” but he adds: "If the Ameri- 
■ cans had a group of artists we would 
see an immediate reciprocal accord 
guaranteeing their rights. 
In this 
field they have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose.” 
French modernism in the home be­ 
came popular in America following 
exhibitions sent over from Paris to 
two New York department stores last 
year, according to Marcel Sauvage in 
an article accompanying M. Domi- 
; nique’s letter. 
"In all innocence, without a doubt, 


the Americans presented copies of 
French furniture In rooms adjoining 
the 
Imported 
exhibition," 
reported 
8auvage. "As an example an original 
French table would be priced $225 
while the American copy would be 
marked $125.” 
Despite their protests the m anufac­ 
turers admitted that from all inter­ 
pretations of international law and 


the provisions of copyright the Am­ 
ericans can not be accused of illeeal 
methods.

Hoover Is Cited 
Although the by-laws of the Feder­ 
ation provide that in cases of non­ 
partisanship reports the 
committee 
shall cite to the membership only the 
legislative records of the respective 
candidates, the committee, in view of 
the fact that Herbert Hoover never 
has served in an elective office, went 
beyond the letter of the rule to all. 
To Hoover s activities in behalf of the 
organized railroad workers and min­ 
ers in the historic shopmen and coal 
strike of 1922. 
It also cited Hoover’s advocacy of 
scientific management, 
elemination 
of waste in industry, standardization 
practices, accident prevention, and, 
lmally the Republican administration 
record during the last four years in 
the restriction of immigration—a car­ 
dinal policy of organized American 
workers. 
The tariff as a factor in the pres­ 
ent high level of American wages, 
and the vital necessity of maintain­ 
ing that standard, were cited in de­ 
bate as additional Republican contri­ 
butions to the welfare of labor.

In its first convention after

election it passed a resolution vigor­ 
ously reaffirming the non partisan 
policy.

On Open Saloon As Member 
Of New York State Assembly

NEW YORK. 
July 31,—William 
Allen White editor of the 
Emporia 
'Kan.) Gazette last night made pub­ 
lic the results 
of the 
two 
weeks 
study made for him of the New York 
Assembly Journal to show “the record 
of Gov. Alfred E. Smith as it affects 
the saloon and the allies of the sa­ 
loon made by him as assemblyman 
during the first dozen years of his 
political career. 
The record shows, White says, that 
as a member of the assembly Gov. 
Smith favored the old-time “wide- 
open, untrammelled, unregulated sa­ 
loon” and voted against measures in­ 
troduced for the purpose of putting 
restrictions upon it. 
“Gov. Smith’s record on the saloon 
a dozen or 20 years ago is chiefly im­ 
portant today in view of the fact 
that he defied the platform of the 
Democratic party and promised to in­ 
troduce a liquor plan 
of his own” 
White said. 
“Shows Idea of Saloon.“ 
“His record shows that his idea was 
of a good saloon when he was a 
Tammany assemblyman.” 
Mr. White points out that the rec­ 
ord was made when Gov. Smith was a 
young jnan. 
“It is of course unfair to judge 
Oov. Smith today by the records of 
20 years ago; but still something of 
his viewpoint may be found in tnat 
record,” White’s statement declares. 
“Then we may assume that this 
model saloon which A1 if he has not

charged Governor Smith had voted 
consistently with Tammany to pro­ 
tect the saloon, gambling and vice, 
White today issued a statement modi­ 
fying and withdrawing some of his 
charges. 
White’s statement was as follows: 
“Yesterday talking to Walter Lipp- 
man of the World, a friend of Gover­ 
nor Smith and of mine for many 
years, I learned that Governor Smith 
was deeply aggrieved that I should 
charge him with protecting gambling 
and prostitution in his assembly rec­ 
ord. I can understand after consid­ 
ering what Mr. Lippman said that 
the governor in casting those votes 
against those reform‘bills might hon­ 
estly have felt that the bills were 
unconstitutional or were not enfore- 
ible or infringed upon personal lib­ 
erty or encouraged police blackmail. 
“These bills did not so impress oth­ 
ers who voted for the bills but Gov­ 
ernor Smith certainly is entitled to 
fair treatment. 
I always have tried 
to fight fair. I have never conscious­ 
ly questioned any man’s motives and 
so this morning before the morning 
papers have come and before I know 
what, if any, reply Governor Smith 
has made to my statement I desire to 
withdraw the charges formally inso­ 
far as they affect his votes on gam­ 
bling and prostitution but not his 
position as to the saloon. 
“On the question of the menace of 
Tammany and of Governor Smith’s 
Tammany record for the open saloon 
the whole issue of the campaign is 
becoming organized. 
“Protected prostitution is quickly 
passing out of American life and that 
issue is not vital. 
But vital or not, 
I could not in good conscience press 
this issue realizing

foolish driving tricks, the result of 
;s «»erious accident or death. 
“It is also a pity that a number of 
so-v.^.c*u

are 
doomed to go down for the third time 
every summer during the vacation 
months. Swimming, while one of the 
healthiest sports, should always be 
handled with care; strangely enough, 
it is the person who is sure of him­ 
self who often goes to the bottom. 
This kind of an “expert” will venture 
where the less experienced will be 
extremely cautious.

roadside 
eating 
stands sanitary, 
to 
insure healthy 
drinking water by the side of the 
highways, to insist upon cleanliness 
and proper facilities at motor camps 
all go for naught if the vacationist 
permits his enthusiasm to overcome 
his Judgment and an accident or ca­ 
lamity results.
